This Easter Sunday celebrates the 
momentous event of our Lord's res- 
urrection from the dead. His resur- 
rection is either a truth or a false- 
hood. In our text St. Paul assues us 
that if it is untrue, our faith, "our 
hopes, our preaching and teachings 
are of no avail — useless. If the res- 
urrection of the dead is impossible^ 
then _the resurrection of, Jesus was 
impossible. 
If the resurrection, of 
Jesus did not take place, 'then we 
have no proof, and no ground for be- 
lieving, that Divine power could res- 
urrect the Church. If Divine Power 
"brought again from the dead the 
great Shepherd of the sheep," it is 
Jehovah also who will bring us from 
the dead by Jesus, in God's due time. 


Let none avoid the question! 
Let 
all decide at once! Either we believe 
in a resurrection from the dead, or 
we do not believe in it. If the resur- 
rection be a myth then, says the 
Apostle, all those who fell asleep 
with faith in Christ are perished — 
they are not in heaven, Purgatory 
nor eternal torment. 
If we believe 


in the resurrection of the flend, both 
of the just and the unjust, then, log- 
irally, we must believe that they are 
dead, except in the Divine promise, 
purpose, arrangement. The decision 
of this resurrection question is a 
most momentous one, as it affects 
m-actically every 
doctrine of 
the 
Christian Church. If we get straight 
the doctrine of the Ransom effected 
through the Redeemer, and the doc- 
trine ot the Resurrection of the dead, 
all of our doctrines will fall into hn.e, 
and all of our absurdities, which have 
troubled us so long, will fall out of 
the way, and all of the Scriptures 
will be found harmonious in teaching 
Divine Justice, Wisdom, Love and 
Power. 


Christ the First-Fruits 


"But now is Christ risen from the 


dead and become the first-fruits of 
them that slept" (verse 20). Ah, 
thank God, the Apostle did not mean 
to insinuate the possibility of our 
Lord's not having risen. 
Merely, he 


would put the question that we might 
see how weighty is the subject — -how 
much depends on the answer 
He 


exultantly answers, "Christ is risen!" 
We reioice in this for several rea- 
sons. First, how sad it would be if 
He who laid aside His glory and was 
made flesh and tasted death on our 
behalf should have lost by His loyal 


He is risen, and that He was not 
raided again in the flesh, with the 
loss of His heavenly glory, but raised 


_ as the King of all, far above all oth- 
I ers, and partaker of the divine na- 
ture! 


Secondly, we are glad on our own 


account, and on account of all man- 
kind; for if our Lord Jesus had not 
been raised from the dead it would 
have proven one of two things—eith- 
er that He had not been faithful—up 
to the Divine standard, and therefore 
that His life could not be a satisfac- 
tion for the human life lost in Adam, 
or else it would have proved that God, 
who had promised to raise Him from 
the dead if He would be obedient un- 
to death, had been unable to do so; 
and, if unable to raise Him from the 
dead, we, likewise, would be without 
hope, even if our sins were cancelled 
by virtue of His sacrifice. 
The Apostle's words give a further 
suggestion: 
Our Lord in His'resur- 


rection became "the first-fruits of 
them that slept." This signifies that 
none was ever raised from the dead 
before Him. 
As another Scripture 
declares, "He was the first that 
should arise from the dead." 
There 
were indeed others awakened from 
the tomb, by Jesus Himself and also 
previous to His Advent. 
But they 


were merely awakened, not lifted ful- 
ly up out of death conditions to per- 
fect life. The Redeemer was the first 
to have such an experience. But the 
Apostle's words mean more. 
If 
Jesus was the first-fruits of them that 
slept, there must of necessity be af- 
ter-fruits. And this the Apostle pro- 
ceeds to prove, declaring that "as all 
in Adam died, even so all in Christ 
shall be made alive" (I Corinthians 
xv, 22). Glorious resurrection hope! 
Precious Bible! The one Book alone 
which teaches a resurrection of the 
dead, or that the dead are dead. 
The Apostle proceeds to tell us that 
the dead will not all be resurrected^ 
together—at once—"but every man" 
in his own order" (I Corinthians xv, 
23). The first order or rank will be 
the Church. Blessed and holy are all 
they that have part in the First Res- 
urrection; * * * they shall be priests 
of God and of Christ and shall reign 
with Him a thousand years (Revela- 
tion xx, 6). 


This work of raising the dead will 


be the work of the entire reign of 
Messiah, as explained in our context: 
Christ, must_reign until He shall have 
put all enemies^under His feet—the 
last enemy will be death. As during 
the Mediatorial reign mankind shall 
rise up out of their ignorance, weak-

Grafting Stock. 


Last week an offer was made of 


free giattmg stock of five valuable 
market apples—Grimes Golden, Jona- 
than, Stayman Winesap, Rome Beau- 
ty and Cleever Red 
A very consid- 
erable stock of grafts had been laid 
aside for distribution, but by Tues- 
day noon of this week the call for 
grafts had run well into the thous- 
ands. 
We do not want a single applicant 


to be disappointed; we are getting 
grafts in as fast as we can have own- 
ers cut them, and the owners of this 
sort of stock are responding finely 
to the call foi help. 
But we want 
others to help. This is a general call. 
Every man in Bedford County who 
ean spare grafting stock of any of 
these varieties is asked to cut it and 
heel it in and drop me a postal say- 
ing he has it. I will arrange for him 
to send it to me without any cost to 
him; and I will then send it out, and 
acknowledge all such contributions 
la a public letter to the papers after 
the work is done. 
I wish I could make every one see 


as clearly as I do the value of this 
lielp, both to the community and to 
himself. 
Buyers who come in here 
complain that we have too many ap- 
ples of inferior quality. Yet there is 
no better apple country in the United 
States than Bedford County. 
We 
ought all to work together to get 
more strictly high grade fruit in our 
orchards; then the buyers will tum- 
ble o\er each other in their effort to 
buy our fruit. So the man who helps 
his neighbor helps himself, by bring- 
ing up the average standard. 
I have heard it said that the apple 
business is oveidone, and there will 
be no money in apples in a few years. 
That is nonsense. Last year we had 
about 27,000,000 barrels less of a 
crop than in 1895. It will take many 
years to catch up with that shortage. 


Besides that, not 15% of all the 


apples sold in the United States last 
year will grade with the apples we 
are trying to establish, in- quality. 
As long "as men exist they will pay 
good prices for fruit of such delicious 
quality as those five varieties. 
We 


have a perfect gold mine here if we 
work it right. 


If you have only a few grafts, 
even, send me word. The whole com- 
munity will be your debtor for the 
help you give. You will not have the 
trouble of distributing them. Keep 
the varieties separate and tell me 
what kind you have and I will send 
you everything necessary for getting 
them to me without cost to yourself.

Napier Township Will Receive "the 


Stale Appropriation. 


On Tuesday last Judge Joseph M. 


Woods handed down an important 
opinion on the road tax question. 


The Jones Act of 1909 makes all 


road taxes collectable in cash and 
provides that all townships that shall 
have collected their road taxes in 
cash shall receive from the state a 
bonus of 50% of the amount of the 
road taxes so collected. 
The Act 
also privides that any township may 
at a February municipal election 
vote on the question of-changing to 
an entirely work tax, and if a work 
tax is adopted, 110 state aid shall be 
received. 
At the February election of 1910 


the question was submitted to the 
electors of Napier Township and a 
majority, under a misapprehension, 
having misunderstood the provision 
of the Act, voted in favor of work 
tax.Since then several courts have held 
that when a work tax is adopted no 
cash tax whatever can be laid, so that 
the 
Road 
Supervisors 
of Napier 


found that they were not only losing 
about $1,650 each year which they 
should have received from the state, 
but that they could not lawfully lay 
any cash tax to pay their debts— 
roadmasters, 
provide 
plank 
for 


bridges, buy tools, etc. 
The Supervisors, through their at- 


torney, D. C. Reiley, Esq., submitted 
the question to Judge Woods, who 
decides that the ballot used at the 
said election was an improper one, 
the question at issue not having been 
properly submitted to the voters, and 
he therefore sets the election aside 
in so far as it applies to the road tax 
question. 
This will put Napier under the 


cash system and will entitle the town- 
ship to receive the state appropria- 
tion in the future, along with the 
other townships of the county.

A GOOD RECORD 


Taught in Public Schools for a Period 


of 46 Years. 


At this time of the year when the 
public schools are closing, old time 
reminiscences naturally present them- 
selves to the ex-pedagogue.
